JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26 
~The House Appropriations 
Committee today cut $7,046.- 
868 from the $1,157.691.541 
budget recommended by Gov. 
James T. Blair for the two- 
year period starting next July 
] The committee-approved 
appropriation bills were stil] 
$27,377,791 more than antici- 
pated revenues and transfers 
of unexpended funds. 

Of the cut made by the com- 
mittee, $5,190,000 came in ex- 
penditures from general reve- 
nue funds and $1,847,000 in 
outlays from special state 
funds. The effect of the cut 
Was to leave proposed expendi- 
tires trom general revenue at 
$+13.627,791 whereas general 
revenue and transfers of un- 
€.pended current funds are an- 
ticipated at only $386,250,000 
in the two-year period. 
Power Plant Funds Restored. 

While most of the commit- | 
tees efforts were directed at 
reducing the Governor's pro- 
—s expenditures, in at least 

ie instance the committee re- | 
stored a requested outlay the 
Governor had rejected. This 
was a controversial appropri- | 
ation of $750,000 for enlarging 
the power plant at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri at Columbia. | 

On the other hand, a propos- | 
al by the Governor for a $400.- 
000 swimming pool for the uni- | 
versity was turned down by 
the committee 

Largest reduction made by 
the committee was $2.045,000 
from expenditures for health 
and welfare activities. Of this | 
amount, $1.000.000 would come 
from the appropriation for aid 
to dependent children 

The St. Louis State Hospital 
and the St. Louis State Train- 
ing School would be given the 
$11,575,330 and $3,547,551, 
respectively, recommended for 
them by the Governor, but the 
committee reduced the recom- 
mended appropriation for the - 
Missouri School for the Blind 
in St. Louis by $25,570. 

To Wait on Tax Proposals.

Committee, said the 14 appro- 
priation measures would be re- 
ported to the House for tenta- 
tive approval However, be- 
cause of the prospective $27.- 
000,000 deficit, the bills will 
be held in abeyance until the 
House acts on tax proposals, he 
said 

lf the House does not ap- 
prove these tax increase and 
new tax proposals, the Repre- 
sentatives will be asked to trim 
the appropriation bills further, 
Berra said 

“It is our plan to send a 
balanced budget to the Senate,” 
he explained 

\mong the major tax pro- 
posals before the House are a 
new use tax on articles bought 
outside the state for use in 
Missouri. Such a tax is already 
levied on automobiles. Other 
proposals include increases in 
the cigarette, liquor, beer and | 
wine levies 

The House committee's ac- 
tion did not affect the state 
highway program, or a pro- 
posed increase of two cents a 
gallon in the state gasoline tax. 
A bill for the gasoline tax rise 
is pending in the Senate. 

In making its cuts, the com- 
mittee lopped $1,688,741 from 
the budgets of departments 
ul.der the Governor's control. 
This included a reduction of 
$1,053,227 in funds for the 
State Highway Patrol. How- 
ever, Berra said the budget in- 
cludes the money to purchase 
a helicopter for the patrol. 

The committee also cut $1,- 
186.557 from the funds for the 
Department of Revenue. 
Corrections Department Cut. 

The Department of Correc- 
tions would be given $598.,- 
428 less than the Governor had 
recommended. The Board of 
Probation and Parole fund was 
cut $219,644. The board had 
asked for enough money to 
hire additional parole workers | 
and to increase Salaries. 

While the committee made 
few changes in the budget for 
hospitals, it cut $178,301 from 
the appropriation for the cen- | 
tral headquarters of the Mental

NEW YORK, Feb. 26—After 
10 days in orbit and almost 100 
circuits of the earth, Vanguard 


II, the world’s first weather | 


satellite, has produced a more 
steady flow of data than any 
previous American space ve- 
hicle. 


On all but one or two of its 


| passes over the tracking sta- 


tions it has promptly answered 
interrogating signals from the 
ground with a complete report 


on its last trip around the 
world. This is considerably 
better than the score of Ex- 
plorer II, the only other 
United States satellite with a 
memory. 

The expected life of Van- 
guard II is ut least 10 years, 
but the mercury batteries for 


its cloud-scanning system are 
expected to go dead in about a 
week 

At the Army Signal Research 
and Engineering Development 
Laboratory in Fort Monmouth, 
N.J., electronic equipment 
stands ready to digest the tape 
recording from Australia, Chile 
and elsewhere. These should 
produce a picture of cloud cov- 
er around the world, but the 
digestion cannot start until the 
spin axis of the satellite has 
been computed. 

The problem was described 
by William G. Stroud Jr., who

meaningless unless their aim 


is known. 

Their aim is determined by 
the spin axis. This remains 
fixed in space, pointing at the 
same point in the heavens 
throughout the orbit. This 
causes the “eyes” to scan the 
earth at varying angles. 

It is hoped that the axis 
can be specified shortly. This 
information will then be fed 
into a computer, “which has al- 
ready been given the necessary 
characteristics of the orbit. 
Signals fror. the tape record- 
ings and from the computer 
will be fed into a data re- 
duction unit, whose output will 
appear as a line of light on 
an oscilloscope. 

This, in essence, will show 
what the satellite saw on each 
spin. A film will be fed past 
the scope at a speed and angle 
adjusted to conform to the 
speed and aim of the satel- 
lite at the appropriate seg- 
ment of its orbit. The proper 
cutting and fitting together of 
the film from successive orbits 
should produce a composite 
picture of the cloud cover. 

Stroud and his men plan to 
concentrate on one part of the 
satellite’s data in the hope they 
can produce a mosaic picture 
that will demonstrate the feasi- 
bility of the observations. 
Meanwhile they are assembling 
world weather maps to use in 
checking their results.

Mrs. Zwillman was in the 
house at the time with her 80- 
year-old father, Eugene Men- 
dels. She told authorities she 
thought her husband had gone 
to work. 

The family physician, Dr 
Arthur Bernstein, said he had 
been treating Zwillman for 


_high blood pressure and a coro- 


nary condition in recent years 


The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation recently arrested 
seven men on charges of jury- 
fixing in Zwillman’s income 
tax evasion trial in 1956. The 
trial ended in a hung jury 
Two of the seven were charged 


| with bribing jurors in the trial. 


They were Peter D. LaPlaca 
of Hasbrouck Heights. N. J., 
one-time bodyguard of killed 
mobster Willie Moretti, and 
Samuel (Big Sue) Katz of West 
Orange, reputed pal of Zwill- 
man. 

Both are free on high bail 
along with the allegedly bribed 


| jurors, Louis Donadio. a Wood- 


ridge (N. J.), gasoline station 
operator, and Warren Andes, of 
Harrison, N. J. 

‘Not Over $5000.’ 

The amount of the alleged 
bribes never was disclosed, but 
the FBI said that Donadio 
“didn’t get over $5000" to in- 
fluence his vote. The others 
arrested were held as material 
witnesses. 

Zwillman was brought to 
1956 on charges of 
dodging $38,911 in income 
taxes for 1947 and 1948. The 
tria} ended March 1, 1956. 

A Treasury intelligence 
agent once testified at a con- 


| gressional hearing that Zwill- 


man was top man in a bootleg- 
ging syndicate that made at 
least $50,000,000 in the period 


of 1926 to 1932. 


Zwillman’s name came up

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 26 

—An effort to draw up a 

standardized personal property 

tax assessment form for use 
throughout Missouri will be 
made at a meeting here of all 
county assessors with the 

State Tax Commission, it was 

announced today. 

John A. Williams, a member 
of the commission, said the 
meeting probably would be next 
fall. and the new standardized 
forms should be ready for tax- 
pavers’ use in 1960. 


Plans for the meeting of 
county assessors were made 
prior to the issuance vyester- 


day of Attorney General John 
M. Dalton’s opinion that St. 
Louis County Assessor Francis 
H. Kennedy could not require 
filing of personal property tax 
returns on the basis of the 
number of rooms in a house 
and the value of furnishings in 
each room 


No Need of Speed. 
Williams said Dalton’s opin- 


ion did not seem to require any | 


immediate action by the com- 
mission. He added that he does 
not believe any taxpayers will 
be “aggrieved” by the fact that 
they have already filed returns 
and filled in the spaces for the 
number of rooms and the value 
of the furnishings in them. 

If a taxpayer wants to appeal 
his valuation, Williams said, 
the procedure would be for 
him to go to the St. Louis 
County Board of Equalization. 
If he wants to carry the appeal 


farther, he added, the taxpay- 


er could go to the Tax Com- 
mission. 

“In such an event, the com- 
mission would be very happy 
to reduce any assessment it 
found to. be excessive, or in- 


| crease any assessment it found 


too low,” he said. 

Kennedy said at Clayton that 
persons who have not yet filed 
the personal property tax re- 
turns, which are due by Sunday 
midnight, should ignore that 
part of the form calling for 
listing the number of rooms 
and the total valuation. 

Check of Returns. 

Employes of Kennedy's of- 
fice, however, will be instruct- 
ed to review closely each re- 
turn, the assessor said, and

British Territory Out- 
laws National Con- 
gress to Check Wave 
of Nationalism From 
Nyasaland.

SALISBURY, Southern Rho- 
desia, Feb. 26 (AP’)\—The gov- 
ernment of this British terri- 
tory outlawed the African Na- 


tional Congress today and 
launched a wholesale round- 
up of its leaders. Up to 500 


Negroes were under arrest. 

Prime Minister Sir Edgar 
Whitehead declared a state of 
emergency to prevent’ the 
spread of nationalist unrest to 
Southern Rhodesia where a 
white minority runs a _ pros- 
perous economy. The unrest 
is backed by the Congress in 
neighboring Nyasaland. 

Nyasaland is a protectorate 
united with Northern § and 
Southern .chodesia in the Cen- 
tral African Federation of the 
British Commonwealth. 


Whitehead announced that 
raiding squads had rounded up 
between 250 and 500 persons 
who had been “causing trou- 
ble” by trying to undermine 
the loyalty of African employes 
of the government. He ex- 
pected the arrests to be com- 
pleted by tonight. 

The Prime Minister said the 
efforts of the group to alienate 
the African employes had been 
in vain 

Among those arrested were 
James Chikerema, acting presi- 
dent of the Congress in South- 
ern Rhodesia, and George Nv- 
andoro, the generai secretary. 


Route to Ocean Cut Off. 


African nationalists are re- 
ported to have captured a cus- 
toms post on the Tanganyika 
border, another Common- 
wealth area to the northeast. 
severing the only road link be- 
tween Nyasaland and Dar es 
Salaam. major port on the In- 
dian ocean 

There was no indication that 
an arrest order had been is- 
sued for the firebrand head 
of the Congress, Dr. Hastings 
Banda. a 54-vear-old London- 
educated physician who re- 
turned to his native Nyasaland 
a vear ago after 40 years of 
self-imposed exile 

Banda makes his headquar- 
ters in Blantyre. the Nyasaland 
capital, and officials in Salis- 
bury said that neither the 
state of emergency nor the bar 
on the African Congress had 
been extended to Nyasaland or 
Northern Rhodesia. 

Whitehead said a grave situ- 
utior similar to that in Nvyasa- 
land might be created in 
Southern Rhodesia unless im- 
mediate steps were taken. 

So far, the only threatening 
unrest in Southern Rhodesia 
was r ported at Kariba, where 
4000 striking Africans have 
halted work on the huge Zam- 
besi river hydroelectric proj- 
ect. The row apparently started 
over wages, but British offi- 
cials say “there is something 
efinitely political about it 
now.” 

Banda's Objectives. 

There were reports that 
members of Banda’s organizZa- 
tion had slipped into the area 
to direct the strikers from a 
secret hideout in the bush. 

Banda. who describes him- 
self as “the extremist of the 
extremists.” wants to take 
Nyasaland—a _ British protec- 
torate—out of the British- 
ruled federation of Rhodesia- 
Nyasaland. The British are 
strongest in Southern § and 
Northern Rhodesia, which have 
250.000 white settlers and 
4,500,000 Negroes. Nyasaland 
has only 7000 Europeans to 
3,500,000 Africans.

KIEV. U.S.S.R., Feb. 26 (AP) 
—Prime Minister Macmillan 
ended his talks with Nikita 
Khrushchev today with a 
chilling warning. He told the 
Soviet Premier any attempt to 
interfere with the West's 
rights in Berlin “‘would lead to 
a dangerous situation.” 

Announcing this after Mac- 
millan’s arrival in Kiev. a 
British spokesman declared the 
Prime Minister in a meeting 
in the Kremlin this morning 
“made very clear the strong 
feeling of the West on the mat- 
ter of West Berlin and Ger- 
many.” 

“But Khrushchev is not 
budging an inch,” he added. 

“and Macmillan is not budging 
an inch, either. Make of that 
what vou will.’ 

Another British source said 
Macmillan was so stung by the 
Soviet leader's blast at the 
West Tuesday that he had con- 
sidered packing up and flying 
back to London. 

Decided to See Country. 

“But Mr 


Macmillan came 
here to have talks with the 
Soviet leaders and to see the 
country, the British official 
said. “He has had the talks, 


and he decided he might as 
well see the country.” 

Macmillan had raised with 
Khrushchev the question of 
the timing of the Soviet lead- 
er's Kremlin speech, Tuesday, 
apparently rejecting the West's 
proposal for a foreign minis- 
ters meeting on Germany. 

A final meeting between the 
two leaders is scheduled at the 


Kremlin next Monday. The 
British spokesman said there 
was nothing left to talk about 
except the wording of a com- 


munique which will stress the 
desire for more trade and cul- 
tural relations 

“You might say the talks are 
all finished,” he added 

The spokesman was asked by 
reporters if Macmillan consi- 
dered Khrushchev had slammed 
the door on a four-power meet- 
ing of foreign ministers. 

Left Small Door Open. 

“No,” he replied. “He left 
the door open. It was a small 
door but the light is going 
through.” 

The spokesman warned 
against regarding Khrushchev’s 
failure to fly with Macmillan 
to Kiev as a breach of protocol 
or diplomatic courtesy. Khrush- 
chev was not originally sched- 
uled to accompany Macmillan, 
but had announced in Moscow 
his intention of doing so. 

‘That's the last we heard un- 
til this morning at the Krem- 
lin meeting.’ a British source 


said There Mr. Khrushchev 
announced he had a tooth 
which required attention and 


he would have to give up the 


trip.” 

The spokesman refused to 
find any connection between 
Khrushchev's tooth and the 


coolness which developed be- 
tween the two leaders over the 
Kremlin blast at the West. 
Still. diplomats wondered if 
Khrushchev had a diplomatic 
illness 

While a bad tooth may have 
kept Khrushchev from flying to 
Kiev, it did not keep him from 
seeing a government delega- 
tion from Iraq.

No Discussion of Pact. 

The British spokesman said: 

At no time during the formal

Macmillan was not informed

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JOB AID BILLS 
COVER ILLINOIS. 
MISSOURI AREAS

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 — 
Six areas in Illinois and one in 
Missouri probably would be 
eligible for federal assistance 
in developing new and expand- 
ed industries under terms of 
legislation now pending in 
Congress, the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

The areas, all of which have 
been hit hard by unemploy- 
ment, are Centralia, Harris- 
burg, H errin-Murphysboro- 
West Frankfort, Litchfield. 
Mount Carmel - Olney and 
Mount Vernon in Illinois and 
Joplin, Mo. 

They are included on a list 
prepared by the Department of 
Labor showing 23 major cities 
and 110 smaller areas that 
“may qualify” for federal as- 
sistance under a so-called “de- 
pressed areas” bill introduced 
by Senator Paul H. Douglas 
(Dem.), [linois. 

Hearings on the measure in- 
troduced by Douglas and on 
two other similar bills. one 
backed by the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, opened yesterday 
before a Senate Banking sub- 
committee headed by Douglas 
and will continue through next 
week. 


Terms of Bills. 

All of the proposals would 
make federal assistance avail- 
able to communities with sub- 
stantial, prolonged unemploy- 
ment in order to create new or 
expanded businesses and job 
opportunities. They differ in 
the amount of aid to be pro- 


vided and the conditions of 
eligibility. 
Under the Administration 


measure, introduced by Sena- 
tor Everett M. Dirksen (Rep.), 
Iilinois, Joplin and the Mount 
Carmel-Olney area would not 
qualify for assistance, the De- 
partment of Labor report indi- 
cated. 

More stringent standards of 
eligibility are established in 
the Administration measure 
than in Douglas's bill. This is 
reflected in the fact that the 
Department of Labor found 
that only 18 major cities and 
56 smaller areas would qualify 
for aid under the Dirksen pro- 
posal. 

Under the third measure, in- 
troduced by Senator Hugh 
Scott (Rep.), Pennsylvania, the 
seine communities would be 
e'igible for assistance as are 
eligible under the Douglas bill. 


Qualifications Cited. 

A spokesman for the Labor 
Department said Joplin, Litch- 
field, Mount Carmel and 
Mount Vernon would qualify 
for assistance under a provi- 
sion of the Douglas bill making 
any area eligible if 6 per cent 
or more of its labor force has 
been unemployed for 
months out of the preceding 
two years. 

Centralia, Harrisburg and 
the Herrin-Murphysboro-West 
Frankfort areas would qualify 
under a provision making as- 
sistance available to areas 
where unemployment has ex- 


ceeded 9 per cent of the Labor | 


force for 15 of the preceding 
18 months. 
The most prolonged unem- 


ployment shown in the Mis- 
souri and Illinois areas has 
been in the Harrisburg and 


Herrin sections where unem- 
ployment has been above 9 per 
cent since March, 1955, the 
spokesman said. 

The Labor

In a statement submitted to

ects, public facilities that will 
aid in industrial development 
and research and technical as- 
sistance. 


In addition to a mandatory | 


requirement that areas be clas- 
sified as eligible for assistance 
when specified levels of unem- 
ployment are reached for vary- 
ing periods of time, the bill 
also would give the administra- 
tor of the program of the pro- 
gram discretionary authority to 
extend aid if he finds an area 
has been subject to “substan- 
tial and persistent unemploy- 
ment for an extended period of 
time.” This is designed to cover 
areas where unemployment 
may be more severe than gov- 
ernment figures indicate. 

A similar bill was passed by 
Congress last year but was 
killed by President Eisenhower 
by a pocket veto.

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House Group OK’s Airport Bill 
After Slashing It to$297,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 
(UPI)—The House Commerce 
Committee today approved a 
deeply slashed $297,000.000 
federal airport aid bill. 

The committee approved the 
bill after cutting $140,000.000 
off the Democratic-sponsored 
House version. It is $168,.000.- 
000 less than the bill already 
passed by the Senate. 

The House bill now is only 
$97,000,000 higher than the 
four-year program proposed by 
President Eisenhower and calls 
for even less spending in the 
next 18 months. 

The action by the Democra- 
tic-controlled committee was 
clearly aimed at undercutting 
Republican charges that the 
bill would unbalance the Presi- 
dent's budget.

Harris (Dem.), Arkansas. said 
he looked for support of the 
House Democratic leadership. 
However, he said he expected 
that chairman A. S. Monroney 
(Dem), Oklahoma, of the Sen- 
ate Aviation sube ommittee 
would “be unhappy.”

R. Rose, chairman of the State 
Industrial Commission,  dis- 
cussed the manner in which 
the commission administers 
the law.

“We have not attempted to 
force Kansas City and St. 
Louis wage scales on the rural 
areas,’ he said. “We let the 
local people have something 
to say about what the prevail- 
ing wages in their areas are. 
We try to determine just what 
the actual prevailing wage is 
in any county.” 

Representative Charles B. 
James (Dem.), Clarktown, spon- 
sor of the repeal measure, was 
permitted to question Rose. 
although James is not a mem- 
ber of the Labor Committee. 
He attempted repeatedly to get 
Rose to express an opinion as 


said it is designed “to put a 
floor under wages in Mis- 
souri.”’ 

“A minimum wage law is 
sorely needed in Missouri,” 
Rollings said. “I can show you 
some sections of the state 
where people are being paid as 
little as 35 cents an hour.”

Liquor and Minors. 


A bill reported favorably in 
the house would make it illegal 
for minors to purchase or pos- 
sess liquor or beer. It was rec- 
ommended for passage by the 
House Committee on Criminal 
Jurisprudence 

The committee accepted an 
amendment offered by Repre- 
sentative Dorman Steelman 
(Rep.), Salem, sponsor of the 
measure, which removed a pro- 
vision permitting consumption 
of liquor by minors while in 
the company of their parents. 

Dorsey Howard, chief agent 
for the Liquor Control Divis- 
ion, spoke in support of the 
bill, asserting it would provide 
a good weapon to combat drink- 
ing by minors. He estimated 
it would stop about 50 per cent 
of them from drinking and the 
other 50 per cent could be 
prosecuted, if the bill becomes 
law. He said drinking among 
minors is much more prevalent 
now than it was 10 years ago. 

Drunken Driver Bill. 

The Senate gave tentative

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FARM INCOME 
REAGHES RECORD 
$1063 AVERAGE 


WASHINGTON, Feb., 26 
(UPI)\—The Agriculture De- 
partment reported today the 
average American farmer 
méde more money last year 
than in any previous year. 

The net income per person 
on farms from all sources rose 
10 per cent in 1958 to a record 
$1068. This was 9 per cent 
abeve the previous high of 
$983 per capita in 1951. e 

Realized net farm income— 
the money left over after pro- 
duttion expenses are paid— 
tofaled $13,100,000,000 last 
year, up 21 per cent from 
1957. 

The department said total 
net income—which includes 
changes in inventory at the end 
of the year—rose 22 per cent 
to -$14,200,000,000. 

Larger cattle supplies and 
inéreased stocks of wheat and 
cofn on farms at year’s end 
resulted in a substantial in- 
crease in farm inventories for 
the second consecutive year. 

Gross farm income in 1958 
was up 10 per cent to a rec- 
38 billion dollars, exceeding 
the previous peak of $37,300,- 
000,000 set in 1951 when the 
Korean War boom sent prices 
received by farmers to record 
heights. 

Farm costs were up 6 per 
cent to a record $24,900,000,- | 
000. This reflected increases in 
livestock purchases, feed, mort- 
gage interest, hired labor and 
preperty taxes. 

The department said the im- 
provement in gross farm in- 
come reflected 10 per cent. 
higher prices for livestock, in- 
creased marketings from the 
record 1958 crops (11 per cent 
higher than in 1957), and an 
inerease in payments for acre- 
age placed in the soil bank 
frem $700,000,000 to $815,000,- 
00D. 

Price support operations con- 
tributed substantially to the 
gain in farm income. The dol- 
lay volume of price support 
extended by the Commodity 
Credit Corp. in 1958 amounted 
to» $3,100,000,000, virtually all 
in-the form of loans. This com- 
pares with $1,300,000,000 in 
1957.

It is alleged that in 1934 Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., then known 
as Mercantile Commerce Bank 
and Trust Co., was ordered to 
divest itself of its stock in the 
subsidiary at 3612 Washington 
boulevard. 

Trust Established. 

To accomplish this end, the 
bank established a trust to 
which it conveyed the stock for 
the benefit of its own stock- 
holders at that time. Moser 
and the mother of Berger were 
among these stockholders and 
hence beneficiaries of that 
trust. Trustees of the trust in- 
cluded Edgar M. Queeny, John 
S. Swift and William H. Luy- 
ties, who were also stockholders 
and directors of the parent 
bank, it is alleged 

In creating the trust, the 
parent bank established an op- 
tion under which, at any time 
within 20 years it could buy 
back the stock on payment to 
the trustees of an amount rep- 
resenting its book value at the 
time the stock option was ex- 
ercised. Since the Federal Re- 
serve Board had ordered the 
parent bank to divest itself of 
its subsidiary in the first place, 
Mercantile stockholders were 
advised that permission would 
be required before the option 
could be exercised 

The petition alleged that 
Mercantile exercised the op- 
tion in 1954 without obtaining 
permission from the Federal 
Reserve Board. It accordingly 
paid the trustees $1.843,962 
and this fund was distributed 
by them to the beneficiaries of 
the trust. The trustees turned 
over the stock to Mercantile, 
which placed it in a subsidiary 
company and the latter, in 
turn, made it the subject of a 
trust for the benefit of Mer- 
cantile’s then stockholders, it 
is alleged 

Action Called Invalid. 

Plaintiffs alleged that the 
stock option and its exercise 
were invalid because the pur- 
pose was to evade the federal 
law forbidding a member (Mer- 
cantile Trust) of the Federal 
Reserve System from owning 
stock of another corporation 
and to evade the Missouri law 
against branch banking.

BANK HOLDING 
CUMPANY CURES

Young’s bill. similar to an 
Illinois law enacted in 1957 
would permit a bank holding 
company in existence at the 
effective date of the law to 
continue operating However, 
it would be prohibited trom 
acquiring stock in a bank tf 
the stock. added to shares it al- 
ready owns, would total more 
than 5 per cent of the total 

shares of the bank 

This provision would not ap- 
ply if the holding company 
owns more than 50 per cent of 
the bank's stock at the time of 
the law's effectiveness. 

Forbids Merger. 

Merger of bank holding com 
panies after the effective date 
would be forbidden Other 
tvpes of business could not be- 
come bank holding companies 
after that date 

Companies could

PARIS, Feb. 26 (AP)—The In- 
ternational Air Transport Asso- 
Ciation today boosted all trans- 
Atlantic fares 2 per cent and 
added a special charge on jet 
flights. 

The action added $30 to the 
eost of a round-trip economy or 
tourist trans-Atlantic jet flight. 
For the first-class passenger 
the increase amounts to $40. 

The increases were demand- 
ed by many lines which do not 
yet have jets in trans-Atlantic 
service and were losing busi- 
ness steadily on their propeller- 
driven craft. 

The new rates go into effect 
April 1 subject to the approval 
of the governments involved, 

Economy Rate $257. 

The new basic first-class fare 
between New York and Paris 
will be $440. The old rate was 
$4385. The economy rate was 
boosted from $252 to $257 

Rates from New York and 
other North American points 
to points within Europe were 
boosted slightly more. Over-all, 
the increases averaged 2 per 
cent 

In additions to these basic 
fare rates the tariff on de luxe 
flights was boosted from $50 
to $60. Thus a person traveling 
de luxe from New York to 
Lendon by jet will have to 

y a total of $35 more—S$5 
fie boost, plus $10 increase 
fi de luxe tariff, plus $20 jet 
Slrcharge.

The new round trip rates 
were not immediately avail- 


able, but the surcharge on jet 
flights will amount to $40 on 
round trip de luxe and first- 
class flights and $30 on econ- 
omy runs 

Later Revision Possible. 


The new rates are subject to 
revision again next year. 

Conference sources said the 
Increases were a victory for 
the European lines still de- 
pendent on prop flights. The 
Primary advocate for sur- 
charges on the jets was Italy's 
Alitalia. Pan American and 
British Overseas Airways Corp. 
—now flying jets across the 
Atlantic—opposed the hikes. 

The LA.TA. also agreed to 
boost general transoceanic air 
cargo rates an average of 5 per 
cent. This increase will apply 
to all freight flights operated 
by member airlines, while the 
passenger increases apply only 
to flights across the north and 
central Atlantic.

Soviet Russia is opening a new 


embassy here soon, 


probably in token form at least by March 6, which is the second 
anniversary of Ghana’s independence. 


The Russians have asked for 
accommodations for 73 persons 
in Accra and it can be antici- 
pated that all of them will be 
as active as beavers. The Rus- 
Sians can be expected to try to 
exploit the symbol of Ghana, 
which to the people south of 
the equator, stands for libera- 
tion from colonial rule. 

There is little immediate 
grist for the Communist mill in 


Ghana itself, however. It is per- 
haps the richest country in 
Africa, not counting the Union 
of South Africa—and the peo- 
pie of Ghana are better off 
than the Africans who make up 


a majority of the people in the 
Union 
Wants U.S. Capital. 

Whatever you may say about 
Kwame Nkrumah, the prime 
minister ot Ghana, including 
the fact that his foreign policy, 
like India’s, is ‘“neutralist,” his 
neutrality is based _ pretty 
squarely on his American edu- 
cation and his British connec- 
tions. 

The chief complaint Nkrumah 
has about Western free private 


enterprise is that there isn't 
enough of it in Ghana. He is 
trving desperately to get Amer- 


ican capital interested in build- 


ing an atuminum smelter to 
cook up Ghana's bauxite from 
the projected hydroelectric de- 
velopment on the Volta river 

Like Prime Minister Jawa- 
harlal Nehru of India. Nkru- 
mah calls himself a socialist. 


What he seems to mean is that 
he believes in using the lever- 
age of the government to get 
Private business and industry 
going in Ghana. In a country 
like this one, economists agree, 
only the government has the 
power to accumulate enough 
capital to do the job as rapidly 
as the people demand that it 
be done. 
Hotel Built at Accra. 

For instance, it was figured 
out that if Ghana even hoped 
to attract Western business men 
to explore the possibilities of 
doing business with Ghana the 
Citv of Accra need*d a decent 
hotel. So the government built 
the Ambassador Hotel and now 
is operating it—but meanwhile 
the government is looking 
around for a private purchaser 
and has had some nibbles, one 
from an American hotel chain 

This kind of government 
enterprise has succeeded in 
developing Accra as perhaps 
the most modern city:in West 
Africa. There are many paved 
streets. some with traffic lights 
for the traffic is heavy. A few 
modern buildings are in evi- 
dence and more are going up. 

To say that Ghana is rich 
and that Accra is a modern 
looking city, however, may be 
misleading. It is true that the 
cocoa income of Ghana is sub- 
Stantial and this nation has 
Sterling reserves equal to two 
and a half years of its na- 
tional budget Furthermore, 
an ambitious program of eco- 
nomic and social development 
is under way, financed almost 
entirely from cocoa income. 
The government has not really 
Started to dip into the re- 
serves. 

Literacy Near 50 Pct. 

Literacy is being extended 
rapidly and approaches 50 per 


cent, including all languages. 
A new school is built some- 
Where in Ghana every 48 
hours. Some, to be sure. con- 
Sist only of thatched roofs 
suspended on poles, but they 
are adequate in this climate. 


The big problem is training 
teachers fast enough and that 
too is being tackled 

A community development 
program is a mode! of its kind. 
Volunteer workers with some 
government assistance build 
roads, schools, drains—and 
motion picture houses—in the 
Villages. To take care of the 
problem common to all Africa 
—and to all the underde- 
veloped countries—of people 
drifting into the cities to see 
the bright lights, without eco- 
nomic prospects, a “builders 
brigade” has been organized. 
This is patterned after the 
American Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps of New Deal days. 

Men are recruited from the 
urban unemployed. They live 
in camps they build for them- 
selves and with their labor 
augment the community devel- 
opment program. 

Progress in Health. 

New clinics are being built 

and the battle against malaria 


and other tropical diseases 
continues. There is real prog- 
ress here, 


It is not, however, enough 
to satisfy either Nkrumah or 
the people of Ghana. While 
the cocoa boom lasts—and it 
may not last forever, 
Nigerian competition looms 
ahead—Ghana is trying to pull 
itsel, up by its own bootstraps 
to a standard of life compar- 
adle to that of Europe or North 
America. 

No country so completely 
tropical in its climate as Ghana 
has ever accomplished this 
goal, however. The people of 
Ghana are still poor by Ameri- 


since | 


still tar from becoming a mod- 
ern industrialized nation. 

Shoes, while more common 
in Accra than in Lagos, Ni- 
geria, are far from being uni- 
versally worn, even in the city 
and in the back country they 
are a comparative rarity. The 
Accra Evening News, founded 
by Nkrumah, recently carried 
an item headed, ‘‘Move to Stop 
Nudity.” It told of official 
efforts to promote the wearing 
of clothes, to end nudity “‘par- 
ticularly of women in public 
places” in the northern region 
of Ghana. 

Wide Variety of Clothing. 


It may indeed be argued that 
in this climate clothes are a 


foolish custom brought in by 
the European, but shoes are 


necessary to avoid infections. 

Clothing in Accra, inciden- 
tally, shows a wide variety. 
Men may wear full business 
Suits in the sweltering heat or 
merely shorts and an under- 
shirt. Or they may wear gor- 
geous togas on state occasions 
—though these gradually are 
giving way to an adaptation of 
Nigerian dress, a voluminous 
smock which has the advantage 
of not continually slipping off 
the shoulder, a disconcerting 
tendency of the togas. 

Women's clothing exhibits an 
even wider range of styles. in- 
ciuding European dresses of 
modern design and a copy in 
brighter colors of the kind of 
dresses the wives “of British 
officials in Ghana wore half a 
century ago. 

Unevenness in development 
is a characteristic of underde- 
veloped countries and the va- 
riety of clothing is, of course, 
no serious problem. What is 
serious is that outside invest- 
ment still is not coming to 
Ghana in sufficient quantities 
to keep pace with the rising ex- 
pectations of the Ghanians. No 
one thinks that the “builders 
brigade,” for instance, is any- 
thing more than a stopgap to 
take care of urban unemploy- 
ment, but on ue other hand 
no successor to-this stopgap 
today is visible 

Strains in Business. 

Development of the Volta 
river complex would be one an- 
swer, but that is still hanging 
fire 

Meanwhile, strains and stress- 
es are appearing in govern- 
ment and businesses and in 
agriculture. The causes are 
various, but perhaps chiefly 
traceable to climate and cul- 
ture. 

The hot, humid climate of 
the coast of West Africa seems 
favorable chiefly for the deco- 
rative orange-headed lizards 
that scamper everywhere under 
foot, snatching at insects. Afri- 
cans here move at a languid 
pace unlike their brisk fellow 
Africans in the cool highlands 
of East Africa. But then Euro- 
peans also slow down measur- 
ably after a short time in West 
Africa. 

Furthermore a tribal custom 
of presenting’ chiefs 
“dash,” 
been widespread in West Af- 
rica. This tends to be trans- 
lated in modern terms as out- 
right bribery.

The Coal Truckers’ Case 


The St. Louis Coal Trans- 
porters, who are Missouri taxpay- 
ers, disagree with your editorial 
of Feb. 18 urging a delay in 
changing Missouri's truck weight 
law. 

Missouri coal transporters are 
losing more than $1,250,000 gross 
revenue per year to Illinois coal 
dealers, simply due to the obso- 
lete axle-spacing formula existing 
in Missouri. 

We operate dump trailers 24 
feet in length and the maximum 
gross weight we are allowed un- 
der the Missouri law is 64,650 
pounds. 

On the other hand the- Illinois 
dealer is allowed to bring trucks 
into St. Louis weighing 68,000, 
under the operation of the re- 
ciprocity laws. On state highways 
outside the city limits the same 
trucks are limited to 51,800 
pounds. 

Not only is the coal business 
seasonal, but it is highly com- 
petitive. We need relief from 
the present restrictions imposed 
as a result of the obsolete axle- 
spacing formula, and we need the 
relief now to stay in business.

Shooting From the Hip 


President Eisenhower was ill advised to 
shoot from the hip at Khrushchev’s latest sign 
of intransigence. 

It is true that Khrushchev’s speech, in 
which he ridiculed a Big Four ministers’ con- 
ference and again demanded a summit confer- 
ence, was severely disappointing. It may 
prove to have been the torpedo of effective 
East-West negotiations on Germany. Never- 
theless it was a speech, and not a position 
taken in serious negotiations. Its purpose may 
have been to satisfy the “get tough” wing of 
the Communist party. Khrushchev’s political 
position is far from secure, and he must bid 
for support at home just as a Western politi- 
cian must.. Or the purpose may have been to 
establish a “position of strength” for negotia- 
tions with Prime Minister Macmillan—tactics 
which are supposed to be laudable when en- 
gaged in by our side. 

Whatever Khrushchev’s motive, the fact 
that he popped off in this discouraging way 
outside the Macmillan talks, rather than in- 
side, was-decisive, This should have warned 
Mr. Eisenhower not to regard the remarks as 
conclusive. Instead, the President commented 
so strongly and so negatively that his own 
reply may have the effect of cutting off any 
retreat Khrushchev might make in the pri- 
vacy of the Kremlin as he sits across the table 
from Macmillan. 


It was altogether unnecessary to conclude 
publicly, as the President did, that Khrushchev 
had just about closed the door to any future 
negotiations. Going to-that extreme made it 
seem that the President might be looking for 
a chance to avoid negotiations himself. Nor 
was it necessary to write off entirely the pos- 
sibility of a summit conference. 
dent is not in a.good position to insist on 
preparation by a foreign ministers’ confer- 
ence when he doesn’t even have a foreign 
minister whom he can be sure of sending. 


Least of all was it necessary for the Presi- 
dent suddenly to downgrade the Geneva sum- 
mit talks of 1955. Those talks did not in 
fact produce “zero” results, as he said. If 
nothing else, they originated the cultural ex- 
changes which are at this moment going on. 
They also produced, as the President said at 
the time, a general improvemeni in world 
understanding and “a sharp realization by 
the world that the United States will go to any 
length consistent with our concepts of de- 
cency and justice and right to attain peace.” 
The President's 1956 campaign biography 
described Geneva as “a personal triumph” 
for him. His forgetful attack on the confer- 
ence now comes with poor grace indeed. 


Mr. Eisenhower gave his news conference, 
in short, a spectacular lesson in how not to 
conduct diplomacy. It is hard to believe that 
Secretary Dulles, if he were well and able to 
give full attention to affairs, would have ad- 
vised the President to react publicly in this 
way. And so the incident points up once more 
the thoroughly unsatisfactory nature of a situ- 
ation in which Mr. Dulles is not actively in 
charge of foreign policy and neither is any- 
body else. 

The President says Mr. Dulles himself will 
decide when he feels he can no longer func- 
tion as Secretary. But the decision is one 
for the President to make, and it should be 
made on the most severely objective consid- 
erations of national interest, unconfused by 
Mr. Dulles’s pride, loyalty, courage or other 
subjective influences. For the short run and 
for the long run, ‘the President must either 
take up the reins of foreign policy himself, 
which he seems loath to do, or entrust its 
direction to a well man in whom he has full 
confidence. 

To do neither will risk the most fateful con- 
sequences to the nation at a perilous time. 


The Goldman Cases 


Circuit Attorney Eagleton’s handling of the 
Goldman cases evidences a humane attitude 
toward law enforcement but many will ask 
whether his approach was proper in these 
cases. 

The Goldmans, father and son, are pawn- 
brokers. Evidence which a member of Mr. 
Eagleton’s staff described as “overwhelming” 
showed that the Goldmans knowingly had 
bought merchandise stolen by a former con- 
vict from a department store. Yet Mr. Eagle- 
ton recommended light punishment—a $100 
fine on a reduced charge for the son and a 
six-month Workhouse sentence for the father. 

Mr. Eagleton argues that the younger Gold- 
man was young, a father, and a first-offender; 
that the elder Goldman was elderly and con- 
trite. Yet the evidence showed that the two 
had participated in the planning of robberies 
for which the actual thief got a year’s sen- 
tence. Circuit Judge John C. Casey and Mr. 
Eagleton had better be very sure they were 
right. 


Personal Tax Muddle 


It is too bad that the State Tax Commis- 
sion did not seek legal advice before approv- 
ing St. Louis county Assessor Kennedy’s ef- 
fort to force taxpayers to report personal 
property on a “per room” basis. Attorney Gen- 
eral Dalton now says that Mr. Kennedy was 
wrong. Many taxpayers already have filed 
in accordance with Mr. Kennedy’s order. They 
should be given an opportunity to file new re- 
turns if they care to. 

Mr. Kennedy has been carrying on a kind 
of double-barreled attack on the personal 
property tax. On the.one hand he has been 
making a vigorous, if someWhat futile, effort 
to enforce it. Last year, for example, he re- 
quired a $100 minimum. valuation for house- 
hold goods. This added $100,000 to the 
county's assessment rolls, but in terms of the 
county tax rate it meant new revenue of 
only about $1100. 

On the other hand, Mr. Kennedy has been 
attempting to persuade the Legislature to 
submit a constitutional amendment on the 
question of eliminating this “nuisance” tax. 
A bill to that end has been introduced by 
State Senators Crain and Davidson of St. 
Louis county, but it has come under attack 
by Oscar A. Ehrhardt of the St. Louis School 
Board, among others. 

Mr. Ehrhardt points out that elimination of 
the “household goods” aspect of the tax (but 
not the assessment on automobiles) would 
cost the School Board $469,800 a year. On its 
face that is a substantial sum. But a 3-cent 
rise in the school levy on real estate and 
other property would more than make it up. 
This may be a more equitable method of rais- 
ing money in St. Louis and the state as a 
whole since it is based on valuations estab- 
lished by the assessor, not by the individual 
taxpayer as is the case with household goods. 
The Senate Judiciary Commitee would be

entirely right in advancing the bill, if only to 
subject it to debate of that body's full mem- 
bership. There is not much question that 
the levy on household goods is an unfair tax 
of little value, which ought to be eliminated 
some time. The only question is when—and 
how to compensate for such losses of revenue 
as that which Mr. Ehrhardt properly objects to. 


Man Against a Caucus 


Senator Proxmire’s criticism of Majority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson's single-handed con- 
trol of the Senate is attributed by some of his 
colleagues, such as Senator Neuberger of 
Oregon, to personal motives. But others, in- 
cluding Senators Clark, Douglas and Morse, 
have come to his support. The young Wis- 
consin liberal has something to say which is 
worth listening to concerning the decay of 
the caucus as a means of determining party 
policy in the Senate. 


The caucus is a useful—more, an indispen- 
sable—technique of party responsibility and 
party discipline. Its revival was one of the 
fundamental feforms sought by the historic 
LaFollette-Monroney reorganization act of 
1946. As the Special Committee on the Or- 
ganization of Congress then said, there was 
no unity of command in either house, and 
responsibility for generating and co-ordinat- 
ing policy was scattered among four-score 
committee chairmen all competing for power. 
The use of policy committees today, prin- 
cipally by the Republicans, is a testimony to 
the soundness of the Special Committee’s ad- 
vice, and a direct outcome of its recommen- 
dations. 


Senator Kefauver in his book, “A Twen- 
tieth Century Congress,” speaks feelingly of 
this “valuable technique” of the caucus, and 
attributes to it much of the success of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s legislative program during his 
first term, including passage of the Federal 
Reserve Act. Senator Kefauver deplores the 
passage of the caucus into misuse among his 
fellow Democrats; it accounts in part, he de- 
clares, for their failure to retain control in 
the 1946 congressional elections. 

What he said about the elections of 1946 
was strikingly echoed from the Republican 
side in the reaction to the 1958 elections which 
deposed Representative Martin as Minority 
Leader in the House. One of the crucial com- 
plaints against Martin was that he had let 
the caucus system fall into decay and had 
thus lost contact with his own party. 


Senator Johnson has reasons for detouring 
the caucus system which no doubt look good 
enough to him. But some of those reasons 
are concerned not so much with making the 
Democratic majority cohesive and effective as 
with holding conservative Democrats and con- 
servative Republicans together in a ruling 
coalition. 


As observers before and after the Special 
Committee have pointed out, this sort of coali- 
tion rule leads eventually to diffuse and un- 
co-ordinated parliamentary action, to decay 
of party prestige, and finally to rejection at 
the polls. Senator Johnson has welded a 
mighty weapon for personal power in the 
Senate, but he had better be aware at what 
a price; and whether he is aware or not his 
fellow Democrats, who will have to share the 
untoward consequences of his power, had cer- 
tainly better be. It is as true of Senate and 
House as elsewhere that in union there is 
strength; and in Congress the word for union 
is caucus, ' 


Freeholders Under the Gun 


The Metropolitan Freeholders are in a race 
against time in which the public interest 
could suffer. Even assuming that the com- 
peting district and merger proposals are fully 
drafted by March 7, that will leave only 60 
days before the Freeholder board automatical- 
ly ceases to be. In this short period the board 
will have to submit the two plans to public 
hearings in city and county, amend them as 
indicated and ultimately select and perfect 
one or the other for submission to the voters. 
In the very nature of things, a great many 
important questions pertaining to the plans 
are likely to be blurred by the speed essential 
to meeting the May 7 deadline. It’s no way 
to run a railroad. 


FCC Muffs One 


The Federal Communications Commission 
has just handed down a ruling with respect 
to equal time for political candidates which 
is, in our judgment, unreasonable and im- 
practicable. The FCC members divided 4 to 3 
and there is cause to believe that the ruling 
will be overturned in the light of experience. 

Mayor Daley of Chicago, who is a candidate 
for re-election this spring, recently appeared 
on brief newscasts over one of Chicago’s 
four television stations, WBBM-TV. A one- 
minute shot showed him opening the March 
of Dimes campaign. A 20-second scene pre- 
sented him greeting the President of Argen- 
tina. There were one or two other very brief 
appearances of similar ceremonial nature. 


The Republican candidate, former Congress- 
man Timothy P. Sheehan, did not claim equal 
time with Mayor Daley because of these offi- 
cial appearances of the Mayor, but a peren- 
nial office seeker, Lar (America First) Daly, 
did. He took it up with the FCC and now 
the FCC has ruled that Daly is entitled to 
“equal opportunity.” j 

Surely the “equal time” principle is to. be 
applied with reason. Necessarily some of 4 
Mayor’s—or a Governor’s or President’s— 
public activity must go on whether or not 
he is a candidate for re-election. It is not 
reasonable to hold that everything he does 
entitles his opponents to equal notice in the 
public eye. As Mayor he gets official atten- 
tion that will not go to someone who is not 
yet Mayor and may never be. In the case of 
Lar Daly, we might add, never will be. 

The FCC needs to have a second look at 
this hairline ruling.

THE GERMAN RESISTANCE, by Ger- 
hard Ritter. (Fred A. Praeger, 314 
pes., $7.50.) 


This is a translation and somewhat 
abbreviated version of Dr. Ritter’s 
history of German resistance against 
Hitler and the~- National Socialist 
movement in Germany from 1930 un- 
til the failure of the attempt against 
Hitler in 1944. The history con- 
cerns mainly one man, Karl Goer- 
deler, who, right from the beginning, 
was one of Hitler’s most dangerous 
enemies and, in 1944, became one 
of his noblest vic- 
tims. 

Goerdeler was 
an ex-mayor of 
Leipzig and an 
ex-member of the 
Cabinet. His con- 
nections in Ger- 
many and abroad 
were many and 
varied and among 
those who op- . ’ 
posed Hitler, he Karl Goerdeler 
was looked upon 
as the natural leader of Germany 
once Hitler and his men had been 
removed. But, to achieve any suc- 
cess, the Army and the High Com- 
mand had to be won over. Goer- 
deler’s negotiations with the German

United States policy must be 
directed toward banishing pov- 
erty, injustice and oppression 
from the earth, Gov. Theodore 
R. McKeldin of Maryland said 
today at the annual Brother- 
hood Luncheon at Hotel Shera- 
ton-Jefferson. 

Gov. McKeldin, a Republi- 
can, said the fundamental ele- 


ments of the nation’s defense 
were justice and mercy and 
fraternity. He said the mili- 
tary aspect of defense was 
secondary. 

“The principle of brother- 
hood is the principle of sur- 
vival,” he said, “for when we 
destroy our brothers, we de- 
stroy part of ourselves, the 
part that makes us human. 
The deed will recoil upon us.” 

Gov. McKeldin § said the 
struggle between North and 
South on the segregation is- 
sue had caused much bitter- 
ness, but he found hope in the 
agreement on both sides ‘‘that 
men, by taking thought, can 
approach closer to the ideal of 


justice and order through free 


institutions.’ 


Threat of Communism, 

The errors of Communism 
are a great danger to human 
freedom. McKeldin said, but 
they cannot be corrected “by 
the butchery of the Russian 
or the Chinese people.” He 
said he believed the Russian 
and Chinese masses were mak- 
ing a sincere, although mis- 
guided, effort to attain a bet- 
ter life 

“Il believe that the typical 
Russian or Chinese wishes no 
less sincerely than the typical 
American to enjoy liberty 
under law.” he said 

“Our advantage is not in 
having conceived a superior 
ideal, but in having learned— 
through a long experience of 
trial and error — a better way 


of approaching the ideal.” 
McKeldin said another inter- 
national war would be a suici- 
dal conflict. He flatly rejected 
the theory that war was inevit- 
able, arguing that “there is 
nothing in the law of nature 
that compels fratricidal strife.”

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STOCK BUYING ON TIME EXPANDS

NEW YORK, Feb. 26 (AP)—Increasing public interest in 
the stock market these days has swelled the ranks and in- | 
vestments of the stockholders who buy on time—often by | 


payroll deductions. 

The New York Stock Ex- 
change reports that there are 
now 81,000 Monthly Invest- | 
ment Plans in force, and 5432. 


of these were 
started in Jan- 
uary, the 
month of 
MIP’s Fifth an- 
niversary. This 
topped any 
starts since the 
first month of 
its inception. 

Those becom- 
ing sharehold- 
ers in this pay 
as you go fash- 
ion usually 
give as reasons: simplicity of 
investing, discipline of saving, 
belief that their investment is 
growing rather than being 
shrunk by inflation. 

Those who shy away from 
MIP stress the free wheeling 
advantages of rugged individ- 
ualistic traders who can change 
course fast when the market 
veers. 

IN 
this method of buying stocks 
listed on the exchange the pub- 
lic has started 164,000 such 
plans (‘completing or termi- 
nating 83,000 of them), has in- 
vested $112,500,000 in buying 
2,750,000 shares. The investor 
gives his broker a fixed sum 
at regular intervals and the 
broker credits the investor with 
the designated shares as they 
are paid for at the market 
price. Most buyers let the di- 
vidends be plowed back to buy 
more shares. Of the plans now 
in force 55 per cent are being 
paid for on a quarterly basis 
and 45 per cent by monthly 
payments. By paying into the 
plan once a month people dis- 
cipline their saving more care- 
fully.

WHOLESALE FOOD PRICE 
INDEX DOWN FIFTH WEEK 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26 (AP)—_ 


Wholesale food prices, as meas- 
ured by the Dun & Bradstreet 
Inc. food index, continued to 
slide this week for the fifth 
week in succession. At $6.14 
the index is 2 cents under last 
week's reading and 7 per cent 
less than the $6.60 in the simi- 
lar week last year. The index 
rose steadily in February 1958, 
just the opposite of this 
month's behavior.

Lamb Becoming 
More Popular in This 
Area; Grapefruit, 


Cabbage, Potatoes 
Cheap

ONE OF THE most interest- 
wg things about writing this 
weekly column is the oppor- 
vunity it provides to watch the 


development of local trends in 
food preferences. 


Take lamb, for example. For 
years it has been an accepted 
fact that St. Louisans ate very 
little of it. The delicately flav- 
ored meat always has been ex- 
tremely popular on the East 
and West coasts, but in this 
area most shoppers passed it 
by without a second glance. 
Dieters dutifully ate lamb 
chops, and there was a limited 
seasonal demand for legs of 
lamb. But in general it was 
sadly neglected. 

We have commented upon 
this in the column from time 
to time during the past five 
years, and have discussed it 
often with meat men. Nobody 
had an explanation; everybody 
agreed that the situation ex- 
isted. 

Now, at last, homemakers are 
discovering that lamb does 
offer many answers to that 
never-ending problem of what 
to serve. 

The Jan. 15 food section of 
this newspaper featured an ar- 
ticle on lamb. We were de- 
lighted with the response from 
readers. 

One woman was kind enough 
to write a letter about the 
story in which she said, “I did 
not realize there were so many 
ways one could prepare and 
serve lamb. Thank you for 
the many suggestions.” 

Since we have proof of read- 
ers’ growing interest in lamb, 
we will continue to print rec- 
ipes for it from time to time. 

This response is just one 
straw in the wind to indicate 
that St. Louisans finally are 
accepting lamb. Stores through- 
out the city report that sales 
of it are increasing. There is 
a much wider selection of cuts 
in many markets. 

\t the present time lamb 
prices are most attractive. This 
is true of all cuts, but shoul- 
ders are perhaps the best 
vaiue, 

You also will find some very 
good buys on pork, with spe- 
cial emphasis on loins. Don't 
overlook the possibilities of ba- 
con and sausage for all meals, 
not just for breakfast. 

There are no appreciable 
changes on beef or chickens. 
The first item is still high; the 
second a bargain. 

Fish counters are, of course, 
well] stocked with frozen and 
fresh items. It will pay to 
spend a little time studying the 
unusually large selections. 

Eggs and svch diary prod- 
ucts as eottage cheese will pro- 
vide economical Lenton meals. 
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SHOPPERS CAN again look 
forward to some excellent buys 
in fresh fruits and vegetables. 

The grapefruit now in mar- 
kets from both Florida and 
Texas are much to fine to pass 
by. They are full-flavored and 
juicy, with high sugar content. 
Prices are reasonable on both 
pink and white-meated fruit. 
‘See story on this page giving 
recipes for fresh grapefruit sal- 


ads. excellent to serve with 
fish dinners.) 
Oranges are moderate in 


price, lemons and limes are 
inexpensive, but watch the con- 
dition of the limes. Temple 
oranges and tangerines are 
still available, although the sea- 
son is nearing a close. 

Avocados, bananas and Anjou 
pears from the Northwest are 
not too costly. Pineapples are 
now coming in regularly from 
Cuba, and are fairly moderate 
in price. 

You may take your choice of 
hothouse rhubarb from Mich- 
igan or field grown from Cali- 
fornia; quality of both is su- 
perb 

Shipments are increasing on 
apples from the Northwest and 
Canada. These, plus remaining 
supplies of Midwest varieties, 
make the fruit abundant and 
inexpensive. 

Token shipments of fresh 
strawberries are arriving spas- 
modically; the berries are of 
course commanding very fancy 
figures.

THE LIST of “good buys” in 
fresh vegetables is fairly 
lengthy this week. Those good 
old staples, cabbage and pota- 
toes, lead the parade. Prices 
have declined appreciably on 
new potatoes, although they 
still cost much more than the 
old ones. 

Celery holds its place on the 
list of budget buys, along with 
sweet potatoes, endive, esca- 
role, romaine and _ carrots. 
Prices are up a little on on- 
ions, but they are still cheap. 

Cauliflower is more reason- 
able than it has been; eggplant 
is down from its recent high 
and is now in the moderate 
price category.

McNamara told Leggett he 


had supervised compilation of 
the new rates. They are com- 
puted on the number of claims 
filed and the average amount 
required to settle claims, he 
said. 

“There has been a steady in- 
crease in the number of bodily 
injury and property damage 
liability claims paid by mem- 
ber and subscriber companies 
of the N.B.C.U.,” he said, “and 
there has also been a steady 
increase in the average cost 
of liability claims paid.” 

McNamara said liability rates 
had been lowered in the St. 
Joseph area because of its im- 
proved accident record. How- 
ever, for bodily injury and 
property damage 
surance for private cars, the 
new rates are 11.1 per cent 
higher for the rest of the state. 

Similar rates for commercial 
vehicles in Missouri were low- 
ered by 2.77 per cent, he said

Jack Tippett, former box- 
ing promoter here, was sit- 
ting in a wheel chair at the 
home of his son, Dr. Jack 
Tippett, The 
elder Tip- 
pett, who has 
been blind 
for many 
years, is re- 
covering from 
a hip frac- 
ture which 
he suffered 
in a fall at 
Peoria, IIL, 
Feb. 4. 

Although 
the elder 
Tippett, nearing 74, has had 
enough misfortune to floor 
the average person, he ap- 
pears to be anything but 
downhearted. His light, thin 
hair is gray only in spots. 
His memory of a lengthy ca- 
reer as boxer, promoter and 
masseur, ts remarkable 


“What more could a man 
in my condition ask?” Jack 
said, waving a cigar. “A son 
who is a doctor; my daughter, 
Annabella, who is a nurse, 
and my daughter-in-law who 
also was a nurse.” 


He held a post card 
from Jack Dempsey, former 
heavyweight champion of the 
world, with a get-well més- 
Sage on it 


“That's wonderful of Jack 
to remember me,” he said, 
“but I wonder how the dick- 
ens he heard about my fall 
out in California.” 


He also had a letter, un- 
signed, in which had been en- 
closed a $10 bill. 

“This for seats at 
Arena many years ago,” 
the message. 


Aside from the tribute he 
paid to his son and others 
who had done good work in 
putting his leg bones back in 
order, Tippett talked little 
about his injury. Instead the 
conversation was about the 
old days when he promoted 
boxing here from 1927 until 
1932 and about his career in 
the ring. 

“My eve trouble started 
when I fought Eddie Randall, 
a former St. Louisan, in. Al- 
ton, many years ago,” he 
said. ‘iI had my nose rath- 
er badly broken in that fight 
and my eyes must have suf- 
fered, too. 

“I didn't pay much atten- 
tion to it for five or six 
years, then I broke an arm 
and decided to have my eyes 
attended to while my arm 
was mending. 

“An eye doctor who ex- 
amined me remarked that he 
couldn't understand how I 
could box, my eyesight ap- 
peared to be’ so poor. 

“I told him that I didn't 
box little men ‘I was a mid- 
dleweight). I fought big men 
and there was less trouble in 
seeing a part of them. 

“But the eves grew worse 
steadily and now | have very 
little vision. And you know 
what? I think I'll get the 
blind guys to boycott tele- 
vision of fights because the 
announcer doesn’t explain 
them enough. We have to 
turn on the radio to find out 
what's going on.” 


Began in 1927 


Tippett said that he be- 
gan his boxing promotions 
here on Washington's birth- 
day. 1927, and got off to a 
good start. 

“Some of ‘the boxers 
around here were hard to 
get,” he said. “I told them 
I would have to hire them 
cheaply until I got started 
and some didn’t like that.” 

Tippett was the first 
sports promoter to use the 
courtesy ticket, one which 
gave a customer a ringside 
seat on the payment of tax 
and service charge. 

“I studied the thing and 
decided that I had to get 
people interested in my box- 
ing shows if I wanted to 
build up attendance,” he 
said. “I hit upon this scheme 
and it was a success from 
the start. The first time I 
used it, we were swamped 
with people trying to get in 
with these cut rate tickets.” 

Since then the idea has 
spread to virtually all other 
sports. 

“If I had copyrighted the 
plan, I'd have done all right,” 
he said with a laugh. 


Big Profit 

Tippett is especially proud 
of one of his promotions at 
the old Colise’m. From the 
Primo Carnera-John Schwake 
bout he earned a net of $7.50! 

“I had arranged a double 
feature for another night,” 
he said, “but both bouts fell 
through. I called Carnera in 
Chicago and his handlers 
told me he would take the 
bout for $4000 guarantee. I 
told him I wouldn't pay that, 
but I would give him the 
first $4000 which came into 
the house. Schwake wanted a 
thousand and I agreed to 
give him a percentage which 
finally netted John $1140, I 
believe it was, for the knock- 
out which he suffered. 

“So Carnera got his $4000, 
Schwake his money and aft- 
er all bills were paid I had 
$7.50 for myself. But I felt 
good about it because every- 

, body had told me I would 
lose my shirt if I went 
through with the promotion. 

‘And a peanut vender 
came up to me after it was 
over and told me that he had 
a good night himself. ‘I 
earned $17.50." he said. So 
everybody was happy.” 

Tippett promoted bouts at 
Battery A Armory where 
fight programs were discon- 
tinued shortly after construc- 
tion. of Desloge Hospital 
nearby.

Feb. 26—Solly Hemus, who 


dreamed and studied about managing a ball club through most 


of his years as a player, is 


not too bull-headed to change his 


mind quickly, when he discovers that an idea he thought was 
excellent turns out to be better in theory than it is in fact. 


Solly, looking forward to the 
day when he would be a skip- 
per, frequently told himself, as 
one unconscious psychologist 
to another, that players like to 
feel they are important parts 
of a team. They didn’t like to 
be on an A, B or C squad, even 
if you called it a Junior var- 
sity. 

And so Solly announced 
early that there would be only 
one squad in this Cardinal 
camp, his first as a manager.

But Solly 
wants it known, far and wide, 
that it positively will be no re- 
flection on anybody to be on 
either squad, no matter which 
one draws Stan Musial. 

“I'll give the infielders and 
outfielders three or four days 
of conditioning before we start 
the squad games,” Hemus said. 
“I'd like to have a game 
Sunday, but I find that muscles 
hurt the most on about the 
third day, so probably we'll 
wait until Monday.”

Wayne and Shuster, 


Canadian Cutups 


NEW YORK, Feb. 26. 
| HE FORUM OF THE TWELVE CAESARS is the 
only logical place to have lunch with Wayne and Shuster, 
‘the Canadian cutups who love to dress up in togas and 
do sketches about ancient Rome. There I found them 
‘last week, singing Latin songs and thinking up pranks 
to play on the waiters. (They especially love to sneak 
a light to their own cigarettes, beating the waiters with 
the cigarette lighters to the punch. It’s not easy at 
the Forum where the passion for flames runs almost 
as high as it does at the Pump Room in Chicago.) 
“Everyone today has a gimmick,” said Shuster ami- 
ably. “Being an intellectual is a gimmick like any other.” 
“We were never considered eggheads in Canada 
exactly. Just comedians,” said Wayne. 


Shuster took up the burden: “This bit about 
calling us ‘literate slapsticks’—well, this is all 
new to us and very flattering but alse maybe 
a little bit surprising. We were well on our way 
to getting an M.A. in English at the University 
of Toronto when the war came and interrupted 
our education. But we were never anything like 
the brightest kids in school. Our old teachers 
at the university are paralyzed with astonishment 
at the idea that we are considered literate.” 


Wayne broke in with: “I once called an agent 
‘literate’ and he said: ‘Lay off. The boys upstairs will 
hear you and assign me to Ludwig Bemelmans.’” 

I asked how Ed Sullivan had happened to be so 
bowled over by them that he signed them to 16 appear- 
ances—something he had never done before. “Well, the 
Canadian people were our advance men,” said Shuster. 
“Wherever he was, the Virgin islands, Europe, New

“We're lazy comedians. We appear on Canadian TV 
five times a year and we think that's all we can manage. 
We need at least three weeks’ preparation for each show. 
The Canadian people help us pick what we do here. 
They call up and say: ‘Do that one about Julius Caesar.’ 
We were thinking of doing a Russian Western called 
‘Frontier Communist’—but we haven't written it yet.” 


Wayne and Shuster grew up together, went 
through school and college together and even 
were in the Army together. They started col- 
laborating on skits for the Boy Scouts and have 
been at it ever since. They’ve been partners 
so long they wouldn’t know how te work alone. 


“We're one pair of comedians who never fight with 
their writers,” said Shuster. ‘We are the writers. 

“We Dounce ideas off each other and fight like mad 
but whoever has the best point wins. After we write 
something, we say: ‘Good show! Forward!’ The trouble 
with having writers is that if the writers don’t have any 
personality, neither do the comedians. Actually, we had 
no choice. In Canada there aren't any comedy writers. 
The only humorist was Stephen Leacock, a really great 
man and the only influence we have had on our humor. 

“We've always done things to appeal to all kinds 
of people. After our take-off on Julius Caesar we were 
a bit worried that it might not appeal to just everyone. 
But on our way out of a restaurant, a dishwasher stopped 
us and said: ‘Hey, liked your stuff last night. But do 
you think people got it? It’s not over their heads?’ 
Then we knew we were doing all right.”

THERE’S AN OLD ADAGE 
that “seeing is believing” so 
today we give you the pictorial 
proof of the Paris couturier 
surrender to simplicity and 
femininity.

Reinforcing Roofing 


By Hubbard Cobb 


AS A GENERAL RULE 
homeowners don’t have much 
trouble with the roof framing 


of their homes except when the 
time comes to reroof. It is 
often found at this time, how- 
ever, that the framing will not 
carry the weight of certain 
kinds of roofing materials such 
as asbestos shingles or it is not 
quite strong enough to carry 
two layers of the existing roof- 
ing such as wood or asphalt 
shingles. This means either rip- 
ping off the old roofing, a 
messy and expensive operation, 
or making the roof framing 
stronger. 

If there is sufficient head- 
room in the attic, reinforcing 
the existing roof framing is not 
difficult. It simply involves 
adding new rafters alongside 
the existing ones. The new 
rafters are cut so that they can 
be spiked into the plate at the 
top of the wall and also spiked 
into the ridge plate. They 
should also be spiked to the old 
rafter alongside which they are 
placed. Often it’s not necessary 
to add a new rafter for each 
old one—one for every other 
rafter may be sufficient. 

Roof framing can also be 
strengthened by installing col- 
lar beams. These are either

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2 inch by 4 inch or 2 inch by 
6 inch beams that run horizon- 
tally between opposite rafters. 
If you plan to finish off the 
attic, these collar beams can 
serve as the framework for 
the attic room ceiling as well 
as giving added support to the 
roof itself. 


Collar beams give better dis- 
tribution of the roof load and 
often are all the reinforcing the 
roof may require. On the other 
hand, if there is not too much 
headroom in the attic to begin 
with, collar beams can’t be in- 
stalled without ruining the 
space for any useful purpose.

JUAREZ, Mexico, Feb. 26 (AP). 

I WAS A BULLFIGHTER for a day. Well, not exact- 
ly a day. More like an hour. 

And it wasn't exactly a bull I fought. It was a one- 
wheeied bicycle with bull horns on the handle pars. But 
it was a brave bicycle. 

We fought in a real 
bull ring, the downtown 
Plaza de Toros, on Calle 
de Abraham Gonzales in 
Juarez, border city of sin 
and bullfighting. The 
horned bike is the same 
used by Pat McCormick 
and other famous mata- 
dors for practice and by 
novices for learning the 
art. 

As we drove up to the 
arena, a Man approached 
and said, “Meester, you 
want taxeeee—girls?” I 
said no, this was my day 
for fighting the bull. He 
looked at my graying 
double chin, my belly and spat on the sidewalk. 

Since this was out of season, the ring was deserted 
except for a few hired hands and my teacher for the day, 
Alejandro del Hierro, a thin, dark, hardsome matador who 
has been fighting bulls for 29 of his 47 years. 

Sun drenched the arena and wind kicked up the dust. 
Alejandro frowned at the wind and said 
real bullfight, it would be dangerous. The wind could 
easily tangle the cape in a matador’s legs and the bull 
would charge the legs. I said 1 would fight, anyway 

We began with cape work. Alejandro said one must 
remember it is the motion of the cape, not the color, 
which attracts the bull. The trouble with most begin- 
ners, he said, is that they move their body too much and 
tend to jerk the cape. Cape and arms should move in one 
graceful, flowing motion.

Students usually work only with the cape for 
the first two or three months. Then they work 
against bull horns on a bike or in the hands of 
a man charging them. Then, if they are good, 
they face their first small bull after a year and a 
half. As the novices improve, the bulls gradually 
get larger, from about 220 pounds to about 1200 
pounds. 


ALEJANDRO SHOWED ME the three phases of the 
veronica, the basic pass. He profiled to the bull, which 
in this case a boy named Jose holding the horns. 
Alejandro held the cape out and Jose charged and the 
cape back and Jose went through and the cape 
turned so easily in Alejandro’s hands and he was ready 
for the next charge.

it will serve to point up the fact that the member- 
ship of labor unions should not abdicate the con- 
trol of good leaders. It will show that, just as in 
the nation it is the citizens who are responsible 
for their government, so in the labor unions it is 
the membership that chooses its leadership. And 


this must never be forgotten. 


It will be of interest to all of us to see how this sit- 
uation with the Teamsters Union comes out, because the 
leadership of the unions has a great effect today on the 
quality of citizenship in the country as a whole. 

IT HAS BEEN BROUGHT to my attention that the 
“Talking Book,” an American Foundation for the Blind 
innovation, is currently marking its twenty-fifth anniver- 


sary. 


The “Talking Book” is a device whereby long- 
playing records are used to record entire books. 
Sometimes the authors of books will read chap- 
ters of the books themselves so that the blind per- 
son may hear the voice of the writer. More often, 
however, the recording is made by a professional 


reader. 


The American Foundation has prepared more than 
7,000,000 records in the past five years. More than 2800 
titles have been put on records, ranging from detective 
stories to the classics, from adventure to the Bible. But 
out of the 350,000 blind people in our country only 50,000 
are using these books, and the foundation wonders whether 
the blind simply do not know that they exist. 

It is hoped, therefore, that during this twenty-fifth an- 
niversary year news of these books may be spread more

YOU CAN HAUL that chaf- 
ing dish down out of the attic. 
Word has just come that the 
chafing dish is staging a big 
comeback, for reasons both 
esthetic and utilitarian, not to 


mention gastronomic. 

The word comes from John 
and Marie Robertson, who have 
written a book devoted to the 
chafing dish, called, appropri- 
ately enough, “The Chafing 
Dish Cookbook,” published by 
Prentice-Hall, Inc., and they 
make a very strong case. 

They admit that the trium- 
phal return of the chafing dish 
to a place of honor has been 
a surprise to many, but there 
are solid reasons back of it. 
The main reason is that it is 
handsome, versatile, portable 
and quick and easy to use. 

Unlike the kitchen stove, 
which is moored to the kitchen 
and the barbecue pit, which is 
ineluctably joined to the back- 
yard, the chafing dish can be 
used in the dining room, car- 
ried to the living room, out on 
the terrace or even to the 
rumpus room. I suppose a 
person could conceivably put 
together Chicken Normandy in 
his bedroom if he were of a 
mind to. 

Then too, it is pointed out, 
the chafing dish is the perfect 
prop for the person who likes 
to combine a little showman- 
ship with his cooking. The book 
paints a picture which appeals 
to the ham in all of us. The 
audience, your hungry guests, 
seated expectantly around the 
table as, with a sure hand a 
deft touch, you toss in a bit 
of this and bit of that, keeping 
up a gay banter of conversa- 
tion all the time, and then, 
presto, a gastromic delight has 
been created with no more fuss 
and bother than it would take 
to boil an egg. 

The chief asset of this book, 
however, is the fact that it 
removes mystery, if there is 
any, from chafing dish cook- 
ing and makes it as simple as 
two and two. It describes and 
pictures the various types of 
chafing dishes and what they 
are best suited for. It tells you 
what to attempt when you 
stand up to your chafing dish, 
but more important, it tells 
you what not to attempt. It 
tells you what you need to pre- 
pare beforehand, and what to 
have ready and at hand when 
you go into your act. 

Then it tells you how to go 
into your act with some excel- 
lent recipes, presented step by 
step. For example, there is 
oysters a la creme. The prep- 
aration, the authors point out,

Behind the scenes you drain 
three dozen oysters and separ- 
ate two eggs, using only the 
volks. Before you start you 
should have on your tray, be- 
sides the oysters and the eggs, 
a tablespoon of salt, two finely 
crushed bay leaves, two table- 
spoons of cracker crumbs, a 
quart of light cream, a dash of 
nutmeg, a teaspoon of quick- 
cooking tapioca and half a cup 
of butter. 

Now you're ready to begin. 
Melt the butter in the blazer 
pan of the chafing dish and 
then stir in the tapioca. Add 
the cream gradually, then the 
salt, nutmeg, bay leaves and 
cracker crumbs. Let it all cook 
for 10 minutes while you talk 
to your guests. Don’t get so 
wrapped up in conversation, 
however, that you let it boil. 
After 10 minutes add _ the 
beaten egg yolks and cook for 
five more minutes. Then add 


the oysters and cook them 
just until the edges curl. Serve 
it on hot buttered toast with a 
grind of fresh pepper on top, 
and take a bow. 


ANOTHER RECIPE which 
might incite a person to go 
out and buy a chafing dish is 
Eggs a la King. Behind the 
scenes you wash and slice half 
a pound of mushrooms. Then 
you measure out half a cup of 
flour, half a cup of butter, and 
a quart of milk. You hardboil 
eight eggs, peel and quarter 
them, and you cut half a pound 
of American cheese into small 
cubes. 


Then on your tray you 
should have, in addition to 
those ingredients, ‘two tea- 


spoons of salt, a small can of | 


pimiento, chopped; and toast 
triangles. 


Now—first you heat the 


milk in the lower pan of the | 


chafing dish, then you set it 
aside. In the blazer pan you 
melt the butter, toss in the 
mushrooms and saute them for 


five minutes. Push the mush- 
rooms to one side, add the flour 
and mix to a smooth paste. 
Add the hot milk, cooking and 
stirring,+ until the sauce be- 
comes thick and rich. Add the 
salt and pimiento. Then add 
the quartered eggs and heat 
everything well. Just before 
serving toss in the cheese and 


cook only long enough to @et | 


the cubes well coated, but not 
melted. Serve it on toast tri- 
angles. 


OF COURSE, the dish every- 
one associates with the chaf- 
ing dish, after Welsh rarebit 
of course, is Lobster Newburg. 
Not nearly as difficult as you 
might think. 

Behind the scenes you cook 
three lobsters in boiling salted 
water for 20 minutes. Then re- 
move the meat and cut it in 
half-inch slices. 

On the tray you will need 
four tablespoons of butter, the 
lobster meat, half a teaspoon 
of paprika, half a cup of 
sherry or Madeira, a cup and 
a half of cream, four well- 
beaten egg yolks and a table- 
spoon of cognac. 

You start by melting the 
butter in the blazer pan. Add 
the lobster meat and saute it 
until it becomes bright red. 
Sprinkle it with paprika and 
add the wine. Cook it until the 
wine is almost reduced, Put 
the blazer pan over hot water 
and add the cream mixed with 
the egg yolks. 

Stir gently until the sauce 
is thickened. Toss in the cog- 
nac, stir it again, and serve it 
on toast.
